Barbara gave a talk about the ARRL incoming QSL 
bureau. Richard, AH7G, talked about the outgoing 
services. BIARC is the QSL bureau for Hawaii and 
Richard is one of the two DXCC card checkers. The 
other is John Peters, K1ER, of the Honolulu ARC in 
Honolulu. 


Bob Schneider, AH6J, the Pacific SM, gave a talk about 
repeaters and EMCOM. First there were some 
definitions, then a short history of repeaters in the state 
of Hawaii and finally operating procedures and what to 
expect during an emergency. This was as a result of 
some of the problems that happened during the 
Tsunami Warning on October 27, 2012 caused by a 7.7 
magnitude earthquake off the coast of Canada. A 
heated and lengthy discussion followed. The conclusion 
was that there was a need for more training and 
continuing discussion. There was also some “hardware” 
problems discussed. (Note: Bob was to discuss some 
of the problems with the Hawaii County CD director, 


which he did on 11/11/12) As part of the discussion 
John Buck, KH7T, read a letter from Eric J. Grabowski 
{KH6CQ} the North Hawaii DEC, about his observations 
from the point of view of West Hawaii. 


After a cool down and some refreshments, the business 
part of the meeting continued. 


Milt gave the treasurer’s Report. As of last month we 
have $4,142. Since then we spent $24.82 and brought 
in $299.50 on the Hamfest. Milt said that 2013 dues are 
now being accepted. Regular membership is still $20 
with additional family members and students at $10. At 
last count we have 124 paid members. 


Education Committee: Milt said that we tested five 
people with all receiving at least a one class upgrade. 
We ended up with one Extra, one General and three 
Technicians. The next testing will be Thursday, 
November 15, 2012 at 6:30PM (W) at the LDS church 
on Kilauea Ave. The next Technician Class will start 
January 10, 2013 at the LDS church on Kilauea Ave. 
Call Milt for more details. 


Repeater Committee: Bob reported we suffered two 
power outages at the Mauna Loa site. We don’t know 
what caused the outages. The power company has no 
telemetry on that line so they rely on customers to call 
in outages. 


Newsletter Committee: Be sure and get stories and 
articles in by the 20" of each month. 


QSL report: We had 25,635 cards come in YTD and 
1,785 come in during October. 


Health and Welfare: John Bush, KH6DLK, is on the 
mainland attending his Step Mother’s funeral. 


Barbara appointed Milt as head of the Budget 
Committee. 


Barbara and Richard will be taking a vacation and Vice 
President Doug Wilson, KH7DQ, has agreed to run the 
meetings in their absence. 


Milt made a motion to pay our VOAD dues of $25 for 
2013. Seconded by Bob and unanimously approved. 


Sheri WH6DZW has agreed to mail out the six 
newsletters each month while Barbara is away on 
vacation. These are to hams that have no E Mail. 
Envelopes, stamps and a list will be given to her. 


Barbara said for everyone to check the current roster 
for errors ASAP.

A VHF antenna construction project 


Robert Oliver NH6AH 
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Avery easy to build dual band vertical VHF antenna 
that works very well. The drawings represent a pictorial 
detail of the antenna at figure 1. Figure 2 is a 
schematic drawing showing the coaxial cable 
connection to the vertical radiator and the coaxial stub 
tuning device for 1:1.0 SWR. The antenna is 
constructed from 3/4" copper water pipe and 1/8" brass 
welding rods. 


The 440 MHz coaxial trap is 3/8" copper pipe bent 
together and soldered to the welding rod at the top. The 
antenna is a 1/4 wave vertical ground plane on 2 
meters and a 1/4 wave with a 1/2 wave on top on 440. 
The insulator is a wood dowel that fits the inside 
diameter of the copper pipe. Drilling the hole through 
the dowel is best done with a drill press, however, but it 
can be done with hand drill and a vice to hold the 
dowel. When finished drilling, the wood dowel should be 
soaked in hot wax to keep the moisture out. 


2 meter tuning is simple, after soldering the coax cable 
to the welding rod. Using a SWR Meter, trim off the 
stub 1" at a time until the SWR starts to reduce. Then 
go to 1/2" trim. | found the length to be about 9 1/2" 
long. One may have to pull the insulator assembly in 


and out several times for perfect tuning. Wrap up it with 
electrical tape and put it together. Solder the coax 
shield to the copper pipe. Painting the antenna with 
clear plastic spray is good weather protection. The 
antenna can be fitted into a PVC pipe for better 
protection.
